the war-torn city .

subjected to great brutality , in many

Several 
investigators have proved the bene­ 
ficial effects of milk sugar In combat­ 
ing white bacillary diarrhea and coc- 
cidiosis in chickens. Experim ents al­ 
so indicate that feeding chicks a dry 
mash containing 20 parts of milk 
sugar, or of skim-milk powder which 
Is 50 per cent milk sugar, materially 
reduced the losses among chickens 
heavily infected with coccidiosis.

which

to Eu ro pe In 
19 25 to 
stu dy fo o t-and-mo u th disease and ts 
preparing its o fficial repo rt 
The co mmissio n co mprises Dr. H ar­ 
ry W. Scho ening o f the United States 
bu reau o f animal indu stry , Dr. Jaco b 
Trau m o f the Univ ersity o f Califo rnia, 
and Dr. Peter K. Olitsky o f the Ro cke­ 
feller Institu te fo r Medical Research. 
By a special act o f co ngress the co m­ 
missio n was empo wered to co ndu ct 
stu dies

fo o t-and-mo u th 
disease 
abro ad with the ho pe o f o btaining in­ 
fo rmatio n to he u sed in su ppressing 
mo st effectiv ely any o u tbreaks o f the 
malady that may o ccu r In the United 
States.

artificial immu nity against fo o t-and- 
mo u th disease were u nsu ccessfu l.

that the electric charge o f the v iru s

Influ enced the passage o f the v iru s 
thro u gh certain ty pes o f filter mate­ 
rials.

SERVICES IN 


POPULAR SPORT ! 
CHURCHES 


M en and W o m en o f Cana­ 
dian N o rthw est Take 
Purt in Spo rt. 


Vancouver, B. C.—Fish sk aters are | 
having an unusually successful season . 
this year on Lac La Haclie, in the 
Cariboo district of northern British 
Columbia. The ice. which formed dur­ 
ing th*1 first cold snap before the 
snow | 
flurries came, is transp arent over the : 
length of twelve miles and a width of 
two miles, and the fish are easily 
j 
sp otted in the clear blue waters lie- j 
neath the frozen surface. 
So far us is k nown, Lac Ln Haclie 
is the only p lace In the world where 
fish are caught on sk ates, and even 
there the sp ort is only p ossible when 
there is no snow. 
As a business en- 
J 
terp rise it might not yield heavy dlvi- j 
dends, but as an outdoor attraction it 
j 
has few p eers. 
Lac La Hache is situated In a cat­ 
tle ranching district where the young 
men and young women have amp le 
leisure 
during the 
winter months. 
Many of them are brilliant sk aters 
anti nearly fill can travel three times 
us fast as a fish, whose sp eed is usual­ 
ly much overestimated. 
9 “Chasers’* and “Sp earers.“ 
In sk ating fish the sp ortsmen are 
divided into two group s, tlie “chasers” 
and the “sp earers.” 
The chasers go 
to fine side of tin1 lak e where the fish 
are k nown to congregate In winter 
and scout around until they discover 
a school. 
By beating on the trans­ 
p arent ice with brandies or sack s they 
frighten the fish from its resting p lace 
and then chase it across the lak e. 
A 
number of the fish dive into deep 
water, but the majority stay close to 
tlu' surface, twisting and turning as 
they watch their p ursuers through the 
clear ice, their goggle eyes almost 
bursting from their heads as they see 
the branches and sack s swishing in 
their direction. 
Forced to swim much faster than 
rheir normal sp eed, the fish soon tiro. 
It Is then a comp aratively easy mat­ 
ter to steer them toward long trenches 
cut in the ice on the edge of which 
stand the “sp earers” all ready for ac- 
tion. 
As soon as a fish strik es this 
hit of op en water it stop s suddenly, 
p resumably because of the change in 
temp erature. 
It is p romp tly sp eared 
nn<i tossed on the ice for future dlvi- ■ 
sion on an even basis among all who 
are tak ing p a i t in i he sp ort. 
Catch 
Twenty-Four-Pound 
Trout. 
The best catch this year was a trout 
weighing twenty-four p ounds. 
Eight­ 
een others weighed twenty p ounds or 
more, but five to six p ounds is about 
the average weight. 
As soon .as the snow falls there is 
an end of fish sk ating, hut another 
unusual sp ort tak es its p lace. 
This is 
the hunting oi coyotes by automobiles, 
though there must he a hard frosty 
crust before it is safe to try sp eeding 
on the 12-mile sheet of Ice. 
There art* tens of thousands of coy­ 
otes In the district. 
A large number 
of these cross Lac La Hache on the 
ice at a sp eed that would leave a 
horse 
far behind, hut is still vastly 
inferior to that 
of the automobile. 
Each car usually has a chauffeur and 
three or four riflemen and as it is 
p ossible to drive close to the coyote 
before the animal whirls in its track s 
tie* misses are few. 
Th record for an afternoon’s work 
last winter was teji coyotes for one 
car. 
As a coyote p elt is worth from 
$10 up . and there is a government 
bounty of $5 on the scalp , the bag 
was woith ap p roximately $1 
F»0. 
Coyote hunting from 
automobiles 
has been tried on some p arts of the 
p rairies, but the uneven surface of the 
ground, even tinder snow, has made 
the sp ort rather costly. 
There is also 
a shortage of game that is discourag­ 
ing. from a sp orting p oint 
of view. 
Lac La Hache does not suffer from 
either of these drawback s. Even when 
the coyotes are k illed off in one dis­ 
trict another army soon moves in 
from the neighboring forests where 
tlie sup p ly is ap p arently inexhaustible.

The dangers of experim enting with

great to permit studies In this country. 
Cm the other hand, official European 
countries where the disease is con­ 
stantly present welcomed the investi­ 
gations of the American commission 
and gave assistance. 
Virus Extremely Active. 
Though 
highly technical, the find­ 
ings of the commission show’ briefly 
that the virus of foot-and-mouth dis­ 
ease is extrem ely active and danger­ 
ous. 
It produced the disease experi­ 
mentally w’hen diluted as much as one 
part in ten million. 
The organism Is 
too small to be seen by the most pow­ 
erful microscopes. As further proof of 
Its minuteness, the investigators found 
that centrifugal force fo r two hours 
at from 2.500 to 3 000 revolutions a j 
minute fulled to throw the organism 
out of solution.

York Times, or the same patterns 
copied by machine, with which cos­ 
tumes of every type are elaborated, 
serving to change simple gowns and 
wraps into Interesting variants. The 
models 
In 
the history of dress il­ 
lustrate the association of much orna­ 
mentation with the dress of women 
of the fashionable world. 
When the 
standard calls for an ornate style, 
fine workmanship and detail are pre­ 
sented by clever couturiers in many 
beautiful creations, setting the fash­ 
ion for a season, or perhaps for sev­ 
eral seasons. When the mode has be­ 
come commercialized and Is cheapened 
by much reproduction, the pendulum 
swings and extreme simplicity becomes 
the mode.
